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Belleville sets public hearing on 
vacation of part of S. Liberty St.

A public hearing will be held at 7:30 
p.m., Monday, May 20, at Belleville City 
Hall to hear public comments on the city’s 
proposal to vacate South Liberty Street 
between East Columbia Avenue and the 
rear property lines near the railroad tracks. 

The resolution setting the hearing said it 
is “to improve a proposed development of 
the property.” 

The former Amerman Lumber property 
is now owned by Davenport Brothers. 
When the Independent asked Mayor 
Kerreen Conley what kind of development 
is proposed during discussion of the issue 
during the meeting, she said she didn’t 
know. 

Others told the Independent that 
Davenports want to build a shopping strip. 

The public street that runs through 
Davenport’s property is unimproved and 
currently full of mud puddles, but used by 
motorists as a short-cut between Savage 
Road / East Columbia Ave. and South 
Street / Sumpter Road. 

Those who cannot attend the public 
hearing, which is part of the regular city 
council meeting, may file written comments 
with City Clerk/Treasurer Lisa Long by the 
close of the public hearing. 

The public hearing was set during 
Monday’s regular City Council meeting. 

At Monday’s meeting the council also: 

e Passed a resolution to implement 
the monthly 20% healthcare premium 
contribution for all city employees eligible 
for healthcare coverage, which is already 
under way. The resolution is necessary 
to comply with Public Act 152. Mayor 
Conley said the 20% is in the police union 
contract, which she said the council had 
approved but not “ratified,” and the city’s 
other union contract is not yet settled. The 
80/20 agreement is not for retirees and civil 
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service employees yet, she said; 

e Approved the fund raiser for the 
Veterans of Foreign Wars Post 4434 and 
Polish League of American Veterans 167 
to sell Buddy Poppies May 9, 10 and 11 on 
city street corners to raise money for their 
good works;

District Library Board 
limits treasurer role to 
3 years, on 5-1 vote

On a 5-1 vote at its regular meeting April 
9, the Belleville Area District Library 
Board voted to limit the person holding the 
office of treasurer to three, consecutive, 
one-year terms. 

The board member who proposed the 
term limit was Treasurer Elaine Gutierrez, 
who was not present at the meeting because 
of intense work on income tax returns at 
her job with Belleville Tax and Accounting 
Service. 

Because the email she sent to alert the 
board that she couldn’t attend the meeting 
did not go through because of some 
computer glitch, Gutierrez was marked 
with an unexcused absence. 

At previous meetings, Gutierrez had urged 
the board to put in term limits for the office 
of treasurer because it is such a sensitive 
role and has the most risk for fraud. Since 
she has a business background, she has 
accepted the office from the beginning, but 
would like to see others in that position. 

In January a move to have term limits 
for the board president, as well, was not 
acceptable to President Mary Jane Dawson, 
who has been president from the time the 
board was appointed as an interim board

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Sumpter Township Board adopts 
balanced budget for 2013-14

After a thank you from Sumpter Township’s 
accountant to everyone for keeping the 
belt tightened and a public hearing on the 
proposed $3,930,512 budget, the township 
board unanimously approved the balanced 
budget at its March 26 meeting. 

Jim Glahn, CPA, thanked the board 
members and employees “for making 
conditions possible in order for us to 
continue. 

“Without an understanding of our 
changing fiscal environment, we would be 
like other municipalities, unable to pay our 
obligations,” Glahn said. 

“As more and more communities have 
Emergency Managers appointed, Sumpter 
Township has maintained a fiscal discipline 
necessary to balance its budget. 

“Appointment of the Emergency 
Managers means these communities failed 
to manage the funds that were available,” 
Glahn said. 

He said the lack of a balanced budget 
at the federal government level will make 
local governments like Sumpter suffer. 

“Tt will be another six months before we 
know the true cost coming from the federal 
level,” Glahn said. 

“All I can say at this point is that we will 
be affected by this. It’s just determining by 
how much,” he said. 

“Our township will be able to pay all 
obligations as long as we continue to be 
vigilant,” Glahn said. 

He recalled that the township began the 
belt tightening close to six years ago and 
there were those at that time who didn’t 
believe there would be problems. 

He said it was Sumpter Township then 
who sought out other communities for 
consolidation of services and now other 
communities are approaching Sumpter. 

“If the board hadn’t taken steps then, we 
would have problems now,” he said. 

He explained that the budget is a financial 
plan to be used as a road map with projected 
income and expected costs. 

He said the fiscal year runs from April 
1, 2013 through March 31, 2014 and, 
“Sumpter is operating in a fiscally sound 
manner.” 

Glahn said the landfill revenues are the 
highest revenue to the township and will 
be $1.4 million this year, up by $170,000 
from the prior year. 

He reminded them at one point the landfill 
revenue was over $4 million. 

He said the Water Fund continues to 
receive $400,000 in landfill funds annually 
to pay bonds. 

The tax revenue has dropped from 


$470,000 to about $390,000 for the coming 
year. 

State revenue has declined because there 
are 17-18% fewer people in Sumpter, he 
said. 

But, Sumpter Township has been 
informed it will get $190,000 from the state 
to reimburse the township for expenses in 
consolidating its dispatch services with 
Huron Township. 

This consolidation will offer $182,000 in 
savings every year, Glahn said. 

The Fire Fund, which received $400,000 
in local tax revenue years ago, now gets 
$315,000. But, the Fire Fund will get 
$100,000 as its share of the state dispatch 
grant, he said. 

The Fire Department is getting a new fire 
truck this year, he said. 

Glahn said the township has fully paid 
off the fire hall bond and the last new fire 
truck. 

Glahn also said the Water Department 
is operating more efficiently now and the 
recent rate increase pays associated costs 
of the Water Department. 

Glahn said the township now has three 
bonds outstanding. It wasn’t long ago, he 
said, the township had 11 bonds and 10 
were for water, with $70,000 for interest 
on one. 

“I am very pleased with the operation of 
this department,” he said. 

“It’s in the best interests of all to maintain 
our fiscal discipline,” he concluded. 

Mary Ban asked during the public hearing 
if the revenue from Carleton Farms landfill 
was up and Glahn said the township got 
$170,000 more this year than last year and 
he expects the same this coming year. 

He said to get the revenue up to $1.4 
million this year is good. 

Fire Chief Joe Januszyk said the new 
truck the department is getting carries 
3,000 gallons and pumps as much as three 
trucks. He said the one truck replaces three 
vehicles. 

He referred to the truck that didn’t pass 
the DOT inspection because of a bad frame 
and two other trucks out of service. 

It was estimated the new truck would cost 
in the area of $325,000. Glahn said they 
would make a down-payment and make 


payments. 
Ban asked about whether former Sumpter 
dispatchers were working at Huron 


Township now and Malissa Baker said 
there are no Sumpter dispatchers at Huron 
now. A few worked there for a short time 
and then went on to other careers, she 
said.

VBT pulling out 
of Wayne County 


assessment services 


As of May 1, Van Buren Township will be 
doing its own assessments on industrial and 
commercial valuations and signing its own 
assessment roll. 

At Tuesday’s VBT Board meeting, 
township officials voted unanimously to 
pull out of Wayne County Assessment and 
Equalization services. 

VBT Assessment Coordinator Linda 
Stevenson said Wayne County is actually 
surprised the township stayed with them 
as long as it did. Of the 43 communities in 
Wayne County, only 13 are still using the 
county’s assessment services. 

Besides saving some money this year and 
an estimated $14,000 next year, the township 
residents will get better services, Stevenson 
said, noting the county has become short- 
staffed. 

“They do the best they can with the staff 
they have,” Stevenson told the board. 

Robert C. Brandmier, a Michigan Master 
Assessing Officer, works two days a week for 
VBT and has for a few years. He now will be 
able to work on industrial and commercial 
properties and sign the assessment roll. He 
earns $4,800 a month and his pay and hours 
remain the same. 

Stevenson presented her proposal to leave 
the county during last fall’s budget sessions, 
but waited until after the election to push for 
a break with the county so the newly elected 
township board could make the decision. 
She said Wayne County is in full support of 
the move. 

Sounds like a good decision for VBT.

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eyes would look at the treasury every three 
years. 

“Ron and the auditor: Aren’t they fresh 
eyes?” asked President Dawson. 

“Not everything goes before them,” Brasil 
said.

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Keystone Board approves Think Stretch books for summer study

At its regular meeting April 11, the 
Keystone Academy Charter School Board 
of Directors studied the new Think Stretch 
books that Principal Keturah Godfrey wants 
to send home with students this summer. 

The board approved paying 75% of 
the $8,316 cost of the books out of its 
Discretionary Fund to guarantee the books 
would be given to all Kindergarten through 
sixth grade students at no cost to them. 
The students would take home the books 
to hone the skills taught in the previous 
school year and avoid a summer gap. 

She said seventh and eighth graders 
will not use the books, but have assigned 
readings. 

Keystone still will have “Wednesdays at 
Keystone” all summer, where students can 
come in and work in the library, use the 
computers, and get the help of tutors. 

“Our community believes in a summer 
vacation in the traditional way,” said 
Principal Godfrey, noting students aren’t 
interested in going to the school in the 
summer for learning, but are willing to 
do their summer learning with books at 
home. 

Godfrey said Keystone has been 
designated a Focus School because of 
the gap between scores of the highest 
and lowest performing students and they 
continue to work at closing the gap. 

She said the Think Stretch books will be 
for all the students, not just those in the 
different titled programs. 

She said these books have a “better level 
of rigor” and are correlated with Common 
Core State Standards. There also are some 
project-based lessons. 

And, there are incentives. When a student 
completes the book, the student gets a 
ticket to an ice cream party where there 
will be drawings for gift cards. 

Godfrey said use of the book will help 
reduce “summer loss.” Parents will be 
informed of the importance of doing the 
workbook with their children. 

In the past, students could order Bridge 
books for use in the summer, but these 
Think Stretch books are not by order. 
Everyone will get them, she said.

Also, the Bridge books could be ordered 
for the grade level ahead and some students 
learned lessons improperly that had to be 
untaught in the fall, Godfrey said. 

In looking at her budget, she said she 
asked the board for funding for the books 
and if the board couldn’t pay for them, she 
would pay out of her budget because she is 
sold on their importance. 

In other business at the April 11 meeting, 
the board: 

e Learned National Heritage Academies 
has proposed a school board candidate 
to possibly take the place of Deborah 
Whyman when she leaves at the end of 
June. Attorney Bill Johnson, who has five 
offices and specializes in bankruptcy, has 
an interest in getting involved with charter 
schools. Board president Vesta Losen and 
secretary Susan Meland will meet with 
Johnson and he will be invited to attend the 
May 9 meeting to get acquainted; 

e Discussed Godfrey’s Principal’s Report 
that noted there are 760 students currently 
enrolled with a waiting list of 333. The 
board also discussed MEAP and NWEA 
scores, with a NWEA score of 61.7% for 
Meeting Typical Growth, which topped the 
NHA average of 61.5%; 

e Discussed the after-school tutoring 
program for all students that test below the 
25"-30" percentile as measured by the fall 
and winter NWEA. Some families prefer 
to have their students take part in sports 
programs after school and have turned 
down the tutoring, Godfrey said; 

e Learned Belleville High School is forging 
a new relationship with Keystone. Godfrey 
said a BHS counselor came that afternoon 
to do a presentation on the high school for 
eighth grade families. Godfrey said BHS 
came before when Keystone had several 
other high schools visiting with impressive 
displays. But BHS wasn’t as prepared as 
it could have been, so they came back to 
redeem themselves, she said; 

e Approved the school calendar for 2013- 
14 with no half days scheduled, as has been 
the case for several years. The school days 
when there is no school is coordinated with 
the Van Buren district; 

e Approved the Lease Amendment of 
$839,360 for the school year in 12 monthly

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VBT residents tells 
township board about 
neglected dogs next door

At Monday’s work-study session of the Van 
Buren Township Board of Trustees, township 
resident Marcella Henderson had an animal 
complaint. 

She told the board that the township needs 
the Public Safety Committee back, where 
residents could take their complaints. 

She said, since last fall, she and her neighbors 
have been complaining about two loose pit 
bulls that have been neglected at a vacant 
house next door. At times the dogs are tied 
up outside without fresh water and adequate 
housing. The dogs break their tie-outs and 
roam the neighborhood. 

VBT Animal Control has been called several 
times, she said. 

Henderson said one time the Animal Control 
Officer tracked down one of the dogs that had 
been roaming the neighborhood, sedated it, 
and dumped in the owner’s driveway. All 
winter Henderson said she has provided fresh 
water by placing long handled pans of water 
in the perimeter of the area where the dogs are 
tied. Several times the dogs have gotten loose 
and growled at family members, she said. 

The problems with neighbor’s dogs started 
last fall after the house was raided by the VBT 
SWAT team, she said. After that, the residents 
moved out, dropping by every day or two to 
let the dogs out of the house. They eventually 
tied up the dogs outside. 

Henderson said she complained to Supervisor 
Linda Combs a couple of months ago. Combs 
promised to get back with her, but never did, 
she said. 

“This is a lawsuit waiting to happen,” 
Henderson told the board. 

Last week one of the dogs got out and 
growled at her son just two steps out from 
the door. She said she called dispatch and an 
hour later called back because the dog was 
still loose in the backyard. After the second 
call, the police showed up followed by animal 
control. Two and a half hours later the owners 
showed up and let the dog in the house, she 
said. 

“How many times can a dog run loose 
before they are confiscated?” Henderson 
asked. “How long is this supposed to go on?” 


Combs answered, “I can’t answer that but I 
will find out.” 

Henderson said, “This is why we need the 
Public Safety Committee and I brought all 
these things up so they can work on it”. 

Treasurer Sharry Budd said, “The Public 
Safety Department did look at a dog ordinance 
but nobody could agree on the number of 
dogs.” 

“Tt isn’t the amount of dogs it’s how they’re 
being taken care of,” Henderson said. “When 
they eat snow because they don’t have any 
water...” 

Diane Madigan, animal activist and 
chairperson of the former Public Safety 
Committee gave some comments on 
Henderson’s situation. 

“This has been going on for months. We have 
a Mission Statement for the Animal Control 
Department. It says that we will responsibly 
and humanely enforce animal-related State 
and local laws and investigate cases where 
animal care is inadequate. 

“Ihave real concerns for the welfare of these 
dogs where they have no water, no shelter,” 
Madigan said. 

“This is a vacant home, an abandoned home. 
It is right next door to Belle Tire. We need 
to have concerns for the customers when that 
opens.” 

Henderson said again. “I’m not one to come 
to the township to bitch but this is a lawsuit 
waiting to happen.” 

“T agree, there are major concerns here 
and this is something that I will address with 
Interim Director Laurain,’ Combs said. “If 
there is no one there, the animals are being 
neglected and something needs to be done.” 

Madigan said, “I have concerns about the 
neighbor’s quality of life when they can’t go 
out in their yards because these dogs are there. 
There is a State Leash Law and our Animal 
Control officer is not enforcing it.” 

Interim Public Safety Director Greg Laurain 
said, “We have been out there several times 
and we’ve had animal control. I think a lot of 
this has to do with the dogs. We don’t have the 
teeth in the ordinance to do what you want us 
to do, personally. 

“Secondly when one of our officers goes out 
there, yes sometimes the dogs get out. Both 
the police officers and animal control say 
there is water out there and at times, they are 
fed. I told the animal control officer several 
times that if he sees any violations, then pick 
the dogs up take them to the humane society.

We’ll fine the owners of the dogs and take 
whatever legal action is necessary. 

“Our hands are tied with an ordinance that 
we do not have in place. We’re doing whatever 
we can,” Laurain said. 

Madigan said, “There is a State Leash Law, 
dogs at large we should be writing violations 
and hitting these people in the pocketbook. If 
they have to take off a half a day, go to court, 
pay the $60. You do that a couple of times and 
you’d get a stronger leash or some kind of 
enclosure for your dog.” 

Trustee Jeff Jahr asked, You see all the time 
on TV neglected dogs or animals. Is there a 
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State Law?” 
Madigan replied, “Yes it is a State Law.” 
Trustee Jahr said the problem is not just 
teeth in the ordinance. 

“If there are laws on the book, then it ought 

to be enforced. If there is a law and an animal 
is being neglected it needs to be enforced,” 
Jahr said. 
Editor’s note: In Michigan Penal Code Act 
328 of 1931, 750.50 it is a clear violation to 
neglect and abandon animals. MCL 287.262 
clearly states that it is unlawful for an owner 
to allow a dog to roam off leash.

Question from Mike in Van Buren 
Township: I bought a home about 20 years 
ago in another city. I moved from that home 
and married and bought another home with 
my wife in this area. 

I rented the home out for some years after 
moving. I decided to sell my first home. I 
listed the home and eventually the home 
sold. A few days prior to the closing I 
was informed that my wife had to come 
to closing. I had signed the listing and all 
the purchase agreement paperwork myself 
since I am the sole owner and paid off my 


first home. 

Why does my wife, who is not on the 
deed of my first home, have to come to the 
closing for the sale of MY home? 

Answer: Mike, even though you bought 
your first home yourself and were not 
married and paid the home off yourself, 
once you married and lived in the State of 
Michigan, your wife has an interest in your 
first home, even though she was not on the 
deed when you bought it. 

Her interest was established once you 
married her by the law of “Dower Rights” 
in Michigan. Thus, when you transfer the 
property to a new owner, your wife has to 
sign the deed to your new buyer with you. 
If she does not, a lien could be put on your 
first home by her, resulting in your buyer 
not getting clear deed/title to the property. 

In the State of Michigan this is not the 
case if a woman buys property by herself, 
whether she is married or not. -- Angela

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Charles Craig of VBT accepts plea 
bargain in Tin Pan break-in case

Charles Craig, 20, of Van Buren Township 
gave up his right to a jury trial on April 10 in 
return for accepting a plea agreement offered 
by Wayne County Assistant Prosecutor 
Chastity Ann Graham. 

Craig pled guilty to a 10-year felony charge 
of Breaking and Entering with Intent and a 4- 
year felony of Larceny from a Building. 

Craig said on Dec. 29, 2012 he broke into 
the Tin Pan Saloon on Sumpter Road through 
the side door, broke into the office, took 
a cash drawer and attempted to leave the 
building with it. 

As previously reported in the Independent, 
Sgt. Jim Cayce from Sumpter Police 
Department was on random patrol on Willis 
Road and had just passed Sumpter Road 
when he heard from dispatch that an alarm 
had been activated at Tin Pan. 

In just 18 seconds he arrived on the scene and 
saw that the side door had been penetrated. 
He was joined by Sgt. Chris McGlynn and 
they searched the business. They found Craig 
wedged between a Budweiser display wagon 
and the wall. Craig was wearing a bullet- 
proof vest and had a backpack containing 
a crowbar and one of Tin Pan’s money 
drawers. 

Judge Edward Ewell, Jr. will sentence Craig 
on May 2 under a HYTA status. 

According to the Michigan Department of 
Corrections website, the Holmes Youthful 
Trainee Act (HYTA) is a state law that allows 


a judge to place a youth between the ages of 
17 and 20, who is alleged to have committed 
a crime and who has pleaded guilty to that 
crime, to be placed in prison or on probation 
without a conviction to avoid a criminal 
record. 

This action protects the privacy of the 
offender while on trainee status. If the youth 
successfully completes the program, there 
is no criminal record. Imprisonment or 
probation cannot exceed three years.

Craig said he is currently not working and 
studying for a bachelor’s degree. 

Judge Edward Ewell told Craig ifhe violates 
probation he will go to boot camp. 

As outlined by Judge Ewell the reduced 
sentence will likely include 30 days in jail, 
three months on a tether, 30 days Alternate 
Workforce through the Sheriff’s Department, 
and probation for two years. 

Steve Kovach, owner of Tin Pan, was in the 
courtroom and did not request restitution. 

Because a jury trial was set for April 10, 
Sumpter Township police officers -- Detective 
John Toth, Sgt. Cayce and Sgt. McGlynn - 
- were present in court. Several of Craig’s 
family members also were in the courtroom. 

At the April 10 proceedings a charge of 
violating probation was also read into the 
record. Craig was under HYTA for this other 
crime which took place in Belleville and the 
records were sealed.

VBT police arrest 
17 yr. old who confesses 
to four home invasions

Brian Bernard Baker, 17, of Van Buren 
Township is in the Wayne County Jail 
awaiting his preliminary exam on one 
count of Home Invasion, 2™ Degree. 

He was arraigned on the charge and a 
$25,000 cash bond was 
set. His preliminary 
exam is scheduled for 
9 a.m. April 24 at the 
34" District Court in 
Romulus. 

Baker was arrested 
last Friday, April 12, 
after undercover Van 
Buren Township police | 
officers witnessed him Baker 
leaving a house in Haggerty Subdivision 
in possession of stolen property taken from 
that residence, said Lt. Kenneth Floro. 

Baker subsequently confessed to four 
home invasions in Haggerty Sub and the 
Investigative Division served a search 
warrant at his residence where they 
recovered additional stolen property and 
illegal narcotics, Lt. Floro said. 

Over the past three to four weeks, the 
VBT Police Department investigated a 
series of home invasions in Haggerty Sub 
and investigation led to a possible suspect 
that lived in the area. 

Police saw the suspect leaving his home 
on foot and heading to Haggerty Sub the 
morning of April 12 and they set up “rolling 
surveillance.” Plain clothes detectives 
maintained close surveillance while patrol 
officers secured an outer perimeter, until 
he was seen with the stolen goods and 
arrested, Floro said.

Court Watching: 
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Parents charged with manslaughter 
in son’s drowning consider plea

Angelina Perry, 39, and Ray Hunt, 34, 
who have been charged with Homicide - 
Involuntary Manslaughter in the Aug. 20 
drowning death of their son, are considering 
a plea deal offered by the Wayne County 
Prosecutor’s Office. 

Oliver Hunt, 11 months old, drowned in 
a swimming pool on Bontekoe Drive in 
Sumpter Township while his parents slept. 

The trial has been set for June 20. 

Perry and Hunt failed to show up for their 
April 4 court session at Frank Murphy Hall 
of Justice in Detroit. 

Hunt’s attorney Brian Gagniuk told Judge 
Dana Hathaway that Hunt said he was in 
the hospital. There was no word from 
Perry, so Judge Hathaway put out a warrant 
for her arrest. 

At the April 12 conference, Perry’s 
attorney Mark Nortley said Perry didn’t 
attend the April 4 session because she was 
under the impression that she didn’t need 
to attend since her co-defendant Hunt was 
in the hospital. 

Judge Hathaway withdrew the warrant. 

Judge Hathaway ruled on a motion by 
Assistant Prosecutor Carin Goldfarb for a 
404(b) ruling to allow past actions of Perry 
and Hunt to be presented to the jury as 
evidence in the trial. 

Goldfarb said that both defendants placed 
Oliver in situations of danger by using him 
as a decoy to shoplift at Meijer in Van 
Buren Township. 

Goldfarb described another situation 
of Perry’s gross negligence and failure to 
protect another one of her children. That 
child climbed up on a shelf, got into the 
sink, turned on the hot water, and suffered 
second-degree burns.

“Nobody was watching,” she said, adding 
that incident only involved Perry and not 
Hunt. 

Goldfarb said both parents showed a 
pattern of being grossly negligent, a pattern 
of failing to protect their children, a failure 
to watch and protect Oliver, who was only 
11 months old. 

They allowed a door to be left open and 
a gate to the pool to be unlatched, which 
allowed Oliver to climb into the pool and 
to drown. 

She said this goes far beyond home 
accidents or situations where parents turn 
their heads for a moment. Goldfarb said 
there were many safeguards in place to 
prevent this tragedy from happening, such 
as securing the gate, securing the door. 

“They didn’t watch their child,” she said, 
noting that was grossly negligent. 

Nortley, Perry’s attorney, said that “prior 
acts” imply a plan or scheme and this 
violation is an act of omission. 

The defense attorneys argued that the 
shoplifting misdemeanor has nothing to do 
with the facts of the present case and that 
there wasn’t any law to support Goldfarb’s 
position on the shoplifting. 

Goldfarb argued that there is system of 
failing to provide proper supervision and 
there is neglectful supervision. The 
protection provided was grossly negligent, 
she said. 

Judge Hathaway ruled that the shoplifting 
case is a misdemeanor and would not be 
admissible under 404(b) prior acts or 609. 

The judge did allow admission of the 
burning incident against Perry only. 

Perry’s attorney suggested he might ask 
for the defendants to go before separate 
juries, since there could be some finger 
pointing. The request for a second jury has 
to be filed by May 17. 

Goldfarb said the attorneys also had 
mentioned they were thinking of asking for 
a bench trial and they nodded their heads in 
agreement. 

The defendants’ attorneys and Goldfarb 
conferred with the judge at the bench, 
briefly discussing the proposed plea deal 
quietly among themselves. The details were 
not announced to those in the courtroom. 

The cut-off date to accept or reject this 
plea offer was set for April 19. 

No further court sessions were set before 
the June 20 trial date, but all motions must 
be filed by May 17.
